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WOMANLY ECONOMY. 


HOW SOME MANAGE TO HIDE THEIE 
GENTEEL POVERTY.

People have such different ideas of w hat 
constitutes poverty ! 
T he ideas of w hat is 
|)overty and w hat is not are equally vari­ 
ous and m ultitudinous. 
As “what is one 
man’s m eat is another m an’s poison,” so 
w hat is poverty to one man is riches to 
another, and so it is w ith women. 
The 
girl v k o is brought up w ith a m aid and 
who has never taken a stitcl; in her life 
would probably feel like a beggar aud de­ 
graded in her own eyes if compelled to 
dismiss her maid and do an occasional bit 
of sewing herself. 
And yet she m ightstill 
have a handsome income. 
E verything is 
com parative, after all, and people are rich 
•or poor only compared to what they have 
been. 
E very one hears of cases where people 
think themselves poor, th at really seem 
absurd in the face of actual poverty. 
It 
was said of Mrs. Gaines, during the long 
lawsuit, th at she was so poor she occupied 
a hall bedroom and washed out her own 
laces. 
The hall bedroom sounded poor, 
but many a rich woman washes her own 
laces from choice, rath er than trust them 
out of her sig h t; and many a woman not 
rich would be w illing to wash any amount 
of lace if she could only own it. 
And 
then there was th e man who lost so much 
money th at he was obliged to take his 
fam ily to Europe to economize, because he 
found it impossible to live in this country 
on £17,000 a year. 
A nother family, who 
lived in the country in considerably style, 
lost a good deal of money, and were so re­ 
duced th at they could aHbrd to keep only 
twelve servants. 
In their own eyes they 
were actually poor and to be pitied. 
And 
then there is the woman who felt reduced 
to beggary because her husband could no 
longer afford to let her send to Europe for 
her gowns. 
A nother instance is th at of a 
young m arried couple of moderate means, 
who on going to New York to live, before 
actually settling down tried the experi­ 
m ent of living in lodgings and going to 
different restaurants for their meals. 
The 
young wife’s sister thought it a beggarly 
way to live, and said th at she “never 
thought her sister would have to walk the 
streets for bread.” 
T his is one way of 
looking at it. 
B ut these cases cannot be called pov­ 
erty. 
A ctual poverty—the poverty th at 
many refined and cultivated persons are 
compelled to endure— is a long way off 
from such im itation poverty as this. G en­ 
teel poverty, so-called— the hardest of all 
to endure, for it necessitates a keeping up 
of appearance— seems to fall so often upon 
delicate, proud, refined women, and their 
economies are more than pathetic—they 
are tragic. 
There is the elderly woman 
who was brought up in luxury, but whose 
income has become so reduced th a t she 
can ju st live on it, in a country towD, with 
the closest economy, and washing—not her 
laces, but her linen coliars, cuffs, hand­ 
kerchiefs and stockings. 
H er dress, ordi­ 
narily, is of the cheapest m aterial, and 
very simply made, often by herself. 
She 
will have one handsome gown, the gift of 
a relative, th a t will do duty for several 
veal's. 
And so she lives a life of constant 
economy and self-denial. 
Economy is an excellent thing, but. 
m any women carry it too fa r; th at is, their 
small means compel them to eat insuffi­ 
cient food, and not of the right kind, in 
order th at they may make a neat and 
ladylike appearance in public. 
For a 
woman’s first thought is of her outside 
dress, especially if she is in search of work 
of any kind. 
She knows the value of a 
well-fitting dress and neat gloves, and 
among many of the working women their 
bodies are starved for the purpose of ap­ 
pearing well 
dressed. 
These 
women, 
many of them who have known w hat it is 
to have comfortable incomes, have found 
th at the can live on bread and tea, and 
they do it. 
T heir sm all room in a lodg­ 
ing-house is furnished w ith a small oil 
stove, and on it they boil water for their 
tea. 
I t is the most unhealthy diet that 
they can indulge in, but it is “filling,” and 
satisfies for the lime being. 
An occasional 
dinner at a cheap restaurant is an event, 
when they really satisfy their appetite. 
But sometimes for a day they will not 
have even 
money enough 
to provide 
the 
tea, 
and 
one 
woman 
living 
in 
this 
wav 
said 
th at 
she 
remembered 
one 
day 
when 
she 
was obliged 
to 
go w ithout breakfast and luncheon, but 
fortunately she was invited to dine with 
friends in the evening. 
A fashionable 
woman, whose 
husband died and left 
her penniless, left her luxurious home 
for a hall bed-room in a lodging house, 
where 
she 
made 
her 
coffee 
every 
m orning and had three dinners a week 
sent in by a caterer. 
T he dinners proved 
sufficiently large for luncheon the next 
day, and the other four evenings of the 
week she dined with different friends, who 
chose this way of assisting her. 
This question of eating is a serious one 
w ith women who feel th at they must 
economize. 
And it is more serious than 
they realize, for although they have a 
rig h t to disappoint their appetites, they 
have no right to injure their health. 
But 
they cannot be convinced. 
No one knows 
w hat they eat or do not eat, but every one 
sees w hat they wear. 
And how do they manage to dress well ? 
T hey have, of course, several dresses which 
were bought in happier circumstances, and 
these are carefully worn. 
Often they are 
turned, and made over perhaps, w ith a few 
yards of some new m aterial. 
I t does not 
take much m aterial to-day to m ake a bon­ 
net, and deft fingers can do it so well that 
it will equal a m illiner’s, and in inauy in­ 
stances it is more becoming. 
For cloaks 
and other articles they watch the shops for 
bargains, and soon learn where the best 
may be had for the money. 
Occasionally 
a gown, hat, or cloak is given them by 
som e friend, but it must be verv carefully 
•offered for fear of hurting th eir pride. For 
these women are ladies who have been able 
to .give away gowns of tlieir own in former 
years. 
" These are some of th e small economies 
practiced by women who work for a lit- 
¡eg, receiving small pay, and who must 
vet keep up appearances. 
They must, be­ 
fore all things, keep out of debt, and, 
knowing how to sew, how to starve, and 
how to economize generally, th ey do it. 
This is poverty—genteel poverty it is 
called. 
D oubtless m any of these women 
would gladly fling appearances aside and 
wear the Irishw om an’s calico dness and 
shawl; but they have not courage to do 
it. 
They could not do i t ; th e outward 
and visible sign of th e lady m ust be re­ 
tained. 
And so they struggle on. 
There is aa arm y of such wouteu in 
«every large city. 
Brave, indeed, they are, 
and they battle w ith th e world for the 
igost part cheerfully, thankful th at they 
Age able to get any work at all. 


“To th e mountains,” they answered. 
_ j 
“1 will m ake one more straggle,” said 
W ashington, “and if unsuccessful, I will 
then flee to the m ountains to make a last 
stand against th e enemies of my coun­ 
try.” 
A t Trenton, on th e Delaware, was an 
army of 1,500 Hessians, under Colonel 
R ahl, who, all th at Christmas, were hold­ 
ing high revelry.

W hile the revel was at its 
hight, tliev were startled by the cry of 
“T he foe!' The foe!” 
W ashington had crossed the Delaware— 
a feat not one believed practical—and had 
m arched hastily upon the Hessian camp. 
Defense was futile. 
Colonel R ahl was 
shot down while attem pting to rally his 
men, and nearly 1,000 Hessians threw down 
th eir arms.

So th at Christmas passed into history 
to be remembered forever by all patriotic 
hearts.

PATENT-LEATHER SHOES. 


VERY 
ATTRACTIVE, BUT NOT TO BE 
DEPENDED UPON. 


How- 
O ne M ay M ake H is Shoes L ast 
T w ice as L ong as U sual— 
R ussets. 


The other day a customer and a snoe- 
dealer were having an angry discussion in 
th e latter's store. 
T he trouble was due to 
a pair of patent-leather shoes which had 
failed to give satisfaction. 
T he customer 
was talking angrily, and was inclined to 
be abusive. 
H e exclaimed several times, 
w ith robust emphasis, th at he paid enough 
for the shoes, and they should have worn 
better. 
H e wanted them exchanged, but 
the dealer wasn’t agreeable to this proposi­ 
tion. 
A fter the customer went out, the 
dealer sa id : 
“T he woods are full of unreasonable 
people like th at fellow. 
You would be 
surprised to know how much abuse I get 
from customers who wear patent-leather 
shoes, though I am no more responsible 
for th eir poor wearing than you are. 
“I tell this to every one th at orders 
them , but they come in and ‘kick,’ just 
the same, if anything goes wrong. 
“Now, the fact is, no patent leather can 
be guaranteed. 
The m anufacturers make 
no promises for it to us, and no honest 
dealer will even predict its durability to a 
customer. 
If patent leather gives out 
when th e shoes show but slight signs of 
usage, we refund the money paid for them 
or make another pair, and rely on the 
leather m anufacturer 
to reimburse us. 
Otherwise, we can do nothing about it. 
W e don’t guarantee the shoes for any 
time. 
They may crack in a day, and 
they m ay hold together for a m onth. 
No 
one can tell anything about w hat they 
may do. 
W hy this is so, is easily ex­ 
plained. 
“O rdinary leather is made to stand 
wear and tear w ithout breaking by the 
oils it is soaked w ith in the process of 
tanning. 
The skin used to put the patent 
enamel on m ust be perfectly dry and 
wholly free from oil. 
If it is not, the 
composition put upon it will not stick. 
It 
makes no difference how soft or pliable the 
leather th at is used may be, it m ust go 
through a process th at parches it if it is to 
be prepared with the patent gloss. 
“ In th e first place, theskin is dried grad­ 
ually, and after the tanning process it is 
put into a room where an exceedingly high 
tem perature prevails. 
There it is left un­ 
til it is actually baked. 
“N ext it is taken out and varnished with 
the secret preparation, and left in the sun 
for the coating to dry and harden. 
“If a cloud as big as your hand appears 
in the sky while th at leather is outdoors, 
it is at once hauled in. 
A few drops of 
rain upon it while in th at condition would 
be likely to crack the leather and spot the 
enamel. 
“ W hen the varnish has become partially 
hardened, men work with rollers and pol­ 
ishing implements upon it. 
These fasten 
the composition well upon the leather, and 
give it its peculiar brightness. 
“If one piece of leather has an advantage 
in air or sunlight over another while this 
process is going on, it will be more durable. 
If the hides are not all cared for alike, 
they will difler in their susceptibility to 
heat or cold. 
In fact, there are a thousand 
and one things th at may happen in pre­ 
paring patent leather th at have the effect 
of m aking one piece good and another 
wholly unserviceable, though both may 
look the same. 
“Is it any wonder th at the stuff cannot 
he depended upon? 
W hat is a patent 
upper at its best? 
A piece of baked 
leather w ith all its natural elasticity re­ 
moved, and a layer of sticky substances 
th at lose their pliability when hardened 
into a compound. 
“Yet, some people wonder why it doesn’t 
wear, or why it cannot be preserved. 
No 
one should wear patent leather shoes every 
day and grumble if they prove unservice­ 
able. 
The leather is always susceptible to 
changes of tem perature. 
It expands from 
heat and contracts from cold, and the ten­ 
sion naturally causes it to give away in 
places. 
“If a patent leather shoe were not worn 
outside of the house and not worn long 
enough to become overheated by the foot 
it would last an indefinite time. 
If it 
were worn only in fine warm weather it 
m ight last pretty well. 
“The patent leather we manufacture over 
here is only an im itation of the genuine 
article. 
The original compound used for 
enameling is known only to two or three 
houses, and they are across the water. 
“S till the domestic article wears ju st as 
well if it is used on the best French calf­ 
skin. 
A man who buys patent leather 
shoes made of anything but calfskin is 
sw indling himself, no m atter how cheap 
he gets them. 
“N othing but water should ever be used 
to clean patent leather shoes.

“There is a practice which, if followed, 
would put a shoemaker’s patrons consider­ 
ably in pocket every year. 
It is the own­ 
ing and wearing of six pairs of shoes “ turn 
about” instead of only one or two pairs. 
“T he man who keeps six pairs of shoes 
in stock for his own use will wear them as 
long as twelve pairs will last the fellow 
who buys one pair at a time. 
“Shoes should not be worn more than one 
day w ithout being given a rest. 
If they 
are their shape is soon destroyed and the 
leather becomes rotted from the heat of 
the foot. 
“ W hen laid aside for a few days after 
wearing them the moisture in the leather 
th at comes from the feet becomes absorbed 
by the atmosphere, and the shoe when put 
on again is as good as new. 
“T his custom of only owning one or, at 
the most, two pairs of shoes, is purely 
American. 
“It prevails here generally, and many 
well-dressed men are followers of it. 
F or­ 
eigners who pretend to have any style 
about them at all, own as many shoes as 
they do neckties. 
“But shoemakers are not finding fault. 
It is a good custom for them , as it increases 
consumption. 
Still, I would like to see 
Americans have a little more style about 
their feet. 
"The extrem e swells in England own 
whole boxes full of boots anil shoes, in­ 
cluding every make and variety. 
Only a 
few of the Anglo-maniacs over here follow 
this example, and we don’t get any benefit 
from those th at do, as I understand most 
of them semi abroad for th eir supplies. 
“By-the-way, do you know th at England 
practically tells us w hat kind of leather 
we are to use? 
Such is the fact. 
The 
custom of making up russet leather was 
imported from there. 
Russet shoes have 
been worn in England these past four 
years, not in the cities, but in the country. 
W e were the first to adopt them for general 
use, and Boston is the first Am erican city 
they were worn in. 
They were never in­ 
tended for rough-and-ready wear, because 
they are not able to stand it, owing to the 
absence of oils essential to preservation.” 


C urious A rctic F lo w er. 
A French paper gives a fascinating ac­ 
count of a newly discovered flower, of 
which rumors have from tim e to time 
reached the ears of floriculturists. 
I t is 
called the snow flower, and is said to have 
been discovered by Count Anthoskoff in 
t the most northern portion of Siberia, where 
neo- i the ground is continuously covered with 
frost. 
This wonderful object shoots forth 


from the frozen soil only on the first day I 
of each succeeding year. 
I t shines but for I 
a single day, and then resolves to its orig- J 
inal elements. 
The leaves are three in ¡ 
number, and each about three inches in ¡ 
diam eter. 
They are developed on th at 
side of the stem toward the north, and 
each seems covered with microscopic crys­ 
tals of snow. 
T he flower when it opens is star-shaped, 
its petals of the same lengths as the leaves, 
and about half an inch in width. 
On the 
third day the extrem ities of the anthers, 
which are live in number, show m inute 
glistening specks like diamonds, about the 
size of a pin’s head, which are the seeds of 
the wonderful flower. 
Anthoskoff 
col­ 
lected some of these seeds and carried 
them with him to St. Petersburg. 
They 
were placed in a pot of snow, where they 
remained for some time. 
On the 1st of 
the following January the miraculous snow- 
llower burst through the icy covering and 
displayed its beauties to the wondering 
Russian royalty.

E xpressions o f O pinion by N ew spapers 
R e p resen tin g th e V arious D enom ­ 
inations, on M any S ubjects. 


Two famous portraits by Rembrandt, said 
to be likenesses of the painter’s friends, 
Dr. Tulp and wife, have been imported to 
America. 
T he collections of Baron Adolphe Roths­ 
child in his hotel on the Rue de Monceau 
at Paris are to be published in a superbly 
illustrated catalogue. 
A nymph struggling with a satyr,carved 
in Carrara marble, has been found at Rome 
by the excavators under the orders of the 
m unicipality. 
The group isGreeo-Roman 
and half the size of life. 
T he young St. George sculptured by 
Donatello, which has hitherto been seen 
at a disadvantage in one of the churches of 
Florence, has been removed to the museum 
at the liargello, and its place is occupied 
by a bronze copy. 
Roll is to paint a huge picture as a mem­ 
orial of the fete at Versailles last May, 
when the celebration in honor of the 
French Republic began. 
Geroex is to 
paint the distribution of medals at the 
Palais de 1’lDilustrie in September. 
5V. H . B artlett, of London, is at work on 
a large canvas containing tlie portraits of 
many of the best known members of the 
Savage Club. 
T he background is the old 
club at th e Savoy, whence the Savages 
have m igrated to new quarters on Adelphi 
Terrace. 
A memorial of the loan collection of 
paintings and sculptures at the interna­ 
tional exhibition held in Glasgow in 1888 
has appeared in th at city under the title 
“A Century of A rtists.” 
There are histor­ 
ical and biographical notes by W . E. H en­ 
ley. 
French, Belgian and D utch pictures, 
as well as English, are reproduced, and 
the letter press and binding are sum ptu­ 
ous. 
A n autograph letter from Landseer to 
his sister, in 1852, has an expression that 
is somewhat peculiar, coming from a favor­ 
ite of Queen Victoria. 
H e writes th at he 
is “in dread of being asked to Belmoral.” 
An Euglish critic suggests th at he must 
have been a Socialist at heart, but others 
may believe th at he was unnerved at the 
prospect of having to praise her Majesty’s 
water-colors. 
The portrait of Robert Burns, lately 
discovered, is said to be a genuine Rae­ 
burn, and to show the poet in full length 
with various accessories not found in the 
portrait by Nasmyth and the engraving 
by Beugo.

the steed on which Colleoni sits high 
above the roofs of Venice. 
The statue is 
about to be cast in Paris. 
One replica 
only will be made lor the town of Nancy. 
A superb work to register about two 
hundred of the finest paintings and sculp­ 
tures in the French sections of the tine 
arts of the late exposition will be pub­ 
lished by order of the Commission of Fine 
Arts, under the supervision of M. A nton 
Proust. 
There w ill he ten etchings and 
fifty photogravures, w ith a hundred or 
more reproductions by other methods. 
The large volume will be a souvenir of the 
centenary so far as the arts are concerned. 
A physician of A llegheny City, Pennsyl­ 
vania, has invented a machine for carving 
planks of wood according to various pat­ 
terns. 
The planks run through the ma­ 
chine as they are for producing planed, 
tongued and grooved boards, but by means 
of knives skillfully adjusted, which run 
across the fiberfof the wood, very intricate 
designs are carved continuously from end 
to end. 
The results are pleasing to those 
who like geometrical exactness in carvings, 
but will not charm people who want an in­ 
dividual touch. 
The invention may do 
something to introduce a taste for carvings 
in wood, owing to the cheapness with 
whicli they can lie turned out. 
The hand- 
carver’s turn will come when people begin 
to rebel against the exactness of machine 
work. 
The Curator of the W iltshire Museum 
of Arclueology aud N atural H istory a t De­ 
vizes writes to the English press to say 
that during the last fifteen years the fa­ 
mous old mystery Stonehenge has been 
harmed by tourists and picnic parties. H e 
asks th at the stones he protected. 
There 
is a bureau for the protection of public 
monuments of the B ritish Isles, but little 
can be done by it unless the residents near 
the monuments are on the alert. A curate 
at Drumcliffe, near Sligo, tells of a geolog­ 
ical tourist who was furious because he 
was stopped in the act of taking oil a speci­ 
men of the stone on which the Cross of 
Drumcliffe is carved, as he wished to com­ 
pare it w ith stone from quarries at other 
E 
oints. 
But the tourists who indulge in 
orseplay are the worst, for they throw 
down and break old pillar stones and 
crosses when they can, deriving some ex­ 
quisite sense of pleasantry from the act. 
Stonehenge is the most perfected specimen 
of the architecture of the men of the Stone 
Age which is known. 
Professor G. Frederick W right, D. D., 
who recently argued in his volume, “The 
Ice Age,” th at life, and especially hum an 
life, is comparatively recent on the earth, 
has been comforted by a small carving of a 
man which was brought from a depth of 
300 feet by A. M. Kurtz, an educated man, 
who was in charge of the borer for an ar­ 
tesian well at Nampa, Idaho Territory. 
It 
is carved in pumice stone, and has lieconie 
reddish in color on the outside by deposit 
of oxideof iron. 
Professor W right reports: 
“The high degree of art displayed in the 
image is noteworthy. 
It is not the work 
of a boy or a novice. 
The proportions 
are perfect, and there is a pose of the body 
th at is remarkable, and which differenti­ 
ates it from anything th at has been found 
among the relics of the mound builders.” 
The borer which brought this relic of ante­ 
diluvian art to the surface passed through 
a layer of volcanic lava and deposits made 
previous to the lava by a lake. 
Professor 
W right is not at all dismayed by the ex­ 
trem e antiquity of the object, but suggests: 
“I t is by d o means impossible th at we have 
in the Nam pa image one of the playthings 
of the near relatives of Tubal Cain.” (!)

system atically cultivated. In ancient times 
they were depressed and discouraged, but 
the tendency now often is to a hot-house 
grow th—a springing up quickly of the 
seed, but no depth of earth or strength of 
root.” 
T he Watchman (Bapt.) is not in accord 
w ith the “new departure” of the E van­ 
gelical Alliance. 
It says: 
“I t was or­ 
ganized, and organized solely, as a society 
for propagating the knowledge and the 
life of Christ among men. 
Otherwise 
stated, it was an organization for publish­ 
ing and m aking known the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ, especially so in Europe, not 
om itting eur own country.

55’henever it shall depart from this 
its prime original—becoming in its gather­ 
ings like sundry convocations called ‘con­ 
gresses,’ grand debating centers, there will 
come occasion, surely, for lifting a note of 
protest, lest the salt that was for so many

A t the Confirmation Service on Advent 
Sunday at Blackwell’s Island Almshouse, 
“Rest in the Lord” (a phrase from the 
words of the anthem ) was taken by Bishop 
Potter as the text for an appropriate dis­ 
course. 
“The words in the sacred song 
said, ‘The Lord will give thee thy desires,’ 
but,” said the Bishop,.“their desires were 
to-dav not the same as those of tlieir 
youth.”

“The other day,” he went on to say, 
“in one of those great tenement-houses 
across the river, there lay on a bed of 
death a girl scarcely thirteen years of age. 
She had been the head of a household of 
motherless children, and she had worked 
for them and slaved for them. 
Day after 
day when the father went out to earn a 
living, she was left with the care of the 
little ones. 
At last she broke down under 
the burden too great for her to bear. 
As 
she lay there a girlish friend came to her. 
The dying girl said, ‘I am afraid I am not 
fit to die. 
I have done so little for Jesus. 
5\'hat shall 1 say to him when I meet him?’ 
H er little friend looked at 
her hands, 
which were scarred w ith work, and an­ 
swered: ‘I think, my dear, if I were you, I 
would show H im my hands. 
H e will 
understand.’ ” 
“Show him ,” continued the 
Bishop, “ what you have done ami lie will 
understand.”

Prof. Morgan was a man rath er of books 
than of action ; and what he considered 
liis moderation did not altogether please 
his more stirring colleague. 
For years it 
was the custom of the two (both have long 
since gone to their blessed reward), to oc­ 
cupy tbe pulpit together. 
On more than 
one occasion the prayer made by Dr. F in ­ 
ney preceding the sermon, in which men­ 
tion was scrupulously made of everybody 
and everything th at could possibly be ben­ 
efited thereby, contained a petition like 
this, ‘And remember B rother Morgan. 
Thou knowest w hat a good man he is, and 
liow learned; but thou also knowest, as do 
we, O Lord, th at he is lazy, very lazy.’ 
And here would follow an appeal for his 
awakening aud energizing, which should 
surely have proved effective. 
But in this 
instance also it is characteristic of the 
simple earnestness and straightforwardness 
of the man and of his methods, th at there 
seemed nothing unfitting in such a prayer.” 
Of the recent action of the Presbytery 
of New Y ork relating to the revision of 
the confession, the Observer (Pres.) says: 
“A t this crisis the action of the New 
York Presbytery is a great consolation to 
many who "have scarcely spoken during 
the revision storm.

tial to salvation, it is mere affectation for 
them to be shocked and grieved when the 
fruit of this sowing is reaped in a w hirl­ 
wind of unbelief and contempt.

‘K ing Richard III.’ at Palm er’s, are alike 
rem arkable for nicety in detail and liberal 
expenditure by which are produced ex­ 
trem ely tine pictorial results. 
Each {day, 
moreover, is noteworthy because of in­ 
feriority in the central figure, as judged 
by the highest standard. 
“F ar down at the bottom of the list 
comes the most pretentious—th at of Mans­ 
field’s King R ichard. 
In the words of the 
Evening P ost: 
‘A coarse and feeble por­ 
trait, set in a splendid fram e; a study, 
doubtless, but a study made worthless by 
the alternate violence and weakness of its 
execution, as m ight be expected naturally 
in tbe work of tjie artist who revealed the 
range of his pi-sion in Mr. ITyde, and of 
his cynicism in Chevrial.’ 
The writer 
goes on to say, affter describing the Duke’s 
face, “as mournful 
almost to pathos,” 
‘he makes of him a hangdog-looking, 
beetle-browed fellow, whose face would 
convict him of any crime in the calendar, 
and suggests scarcely any tiling more than 
dull m alignity. 
Of the devilish alertness, 
physical and m ental, of the schemer who 
needed the world to bustle iu, he offered no 
suggestion. T here was little or no trace of 
the courtly habit, or of royal authority in 
his carriage or manner. H is hypocrisy was 
not a mask for the concealment of his 
thoughts, but rather a medium for tlieir 
publication, so perfectly patent must it 
have been to everybody on the stage with 
him . 
The theatrical quality of his im ­ 
personation was {ire-eminent above all 
others.

* 
H is pause upon the 
threshold, bis warming of his hands at the 
fire, his careful arrangem ent of himself in 
a pose against the wall at the head of the 
K ing’s bed, bis deliberate drawing of his 
sword and the testing of the tip, were all 
so many tricks, performed w ith a deadly 
precision in which there was no quiver of 
life or emotion. 
H e passeii his sword 
through the body of his victim with the 
nonchalance of a poulterer skewing a fowl, 
and wiped his sword upon the curtains 
w ith 
the same passionless indifference.

T he same straining after th eatri­ 
cal effect was obseivable in the beginning 
of the second act, when Gloster delivered 
liis opening soliloquy, squatted like a 
toad on a stone by the wayside.

B e n ja m in R eece, in the Popular Science 
Monthly, asks a question that bears its an­ 
swer upon its face: 
Do not the facts disclosed by our social stai is- 
tics cause it to appear that, in the adjustment of 
our schools, we nave gone too far in our aim for 
m aterial advancement and development of 
wealth, and that we are correspondingly losing 
in the direction of moral growth aud culture '.’ 
We take it there can be no two opinions 
upon that subject. We would not intro­ 
duce into the schools religious codes, but 
we would have some turn given to the 
tendency to move upon too hard material 
lines of progress, so that the moral sense 
shall be more quickened, and the duties of 
man to man more dwelt upon. The school 
system that permits decay of moral growth 
and culture is not wisely directed. 


M r. K e c h e v a l, in the Forum, is sound 
in the conclusion he reaches, that farming 
in the United States now requires versa­ 
tile and skilled labor; that success in 
it calls for uncommon ability, and that 
modern farming demands men trained to 
it. In a great degree, was not this always 
so? Has it not always been true that good 
farming involved skilled labor and ability 
of a special degree of excellence ? Of 
course, in this day, when the competitive 
strife is greater, when the attrition in all 
business is sharper, there is a call for 
keener wits than formerly in farming. 
But the economic farmer, the really suc­ 
cessful farmer, however unintelligent on 
other subjects, always was a man of special, 
if not uncommon, ability. In the nature 
of things he had to be. 


T h e Springfield Republican is agitating 
the reform of biennial elections. It is 
full time. Indeed, it has long been a 
puzzle why the people of Massachusetts 
have so tenaciously clung to the inconven­ 
ience of yearly elections of Governor and 
yearly sessions of the Legislature. Cali­ 
fornia formerly elected its Governor bi­ 
ennially, but it considered that a long step 
in advance was made when the change to 
a Gubernatorial election once in four 
years was ordered. The politicians would 
like elections for all State officers to occur 
yearly, and would be better pleased if the 
Legislature were in session all the time, 
but the people prefer fewer elections and 
that the sessions of the Legislature should 
not be held oftener than once in two years. 
Yet here is the State of New York con­ 
senting to be torn by yearly sessions of the 
legislative body, while nearly all the 
other States are striving to have as few 
sessions and as infrequent elections as are 
possible, consistently with good govern­ 
ment. 
M. Z oi.a wants to occupy Emile Au- 
gier’s chaii among the immortals. He de­ 
clares that he is fit for the distinguished 
honor, and that he will apply for it and 
not be discouraged by defeat. He insists 
that his ambition will not be satisfied un­ 
til he is a member of the French Academy, 
and that he proposes to live long enough 
to satisfy this desire. We hope that Zola 
may die at a reasonably old age, for if he 
lives until he is elected to the Academy 
he is likely to become so old as to he an 
object of supreme pity. What Zola has 
done to command the honor of a chair in 
the Academy the readers of clean litera­ 
ture will never be able to discover, for 
such will not read Zola. If the distinction 
of the badge of the Academy is to be voted 
to the Zolas of the age, then a monstrous 
wrong was done to Paul de Kock and all 
the train of course and libidinous writers- 
If France confers the honors of the Acad­ 
emy on such grinders of filth, and such 
apostles of smut and realism combined, 
then in America there will be some excuse 
for literary canonization of Marrvat, and 
the conferment of honorary degrees on 
such writers of trash—but clean—known 
as of the Mrs. E. D. E. N. Sonthworth 
school. 
A P a u l P r y of the sensational press 
has invaded the home of Marv Anderson 
and annoyed her with questions concern­ 
ing her intention to marry or not to marry 
a certain gentleman. The actress refused 
to be interviewed and politely told the re. 
porter that her private afiairs were not of 
public concern. The supposed bridegroom 
was then hnnted np and he, too, snubbed 
the self-appointed inquisitor, and now the 
fact that nothing was ascertained is cabled. 
The question naturally suggests itself 
whether there are any private rights that 
the prying agents of the sensational press 
are bound to respect. Why are Mary 
Anderson's intentions regarding marriage 
any more matters of public conoern than 
those of any other young lady? Yet what 
would be thought of the impudence of a 
reporter who would crowd his way into a 
Sacramento home and insist upon the 
young ladies of the household affirming or 
denying that they were about to marry? 
If the parents of such daughters did not 
i ck the impudent fellow from the house, 
public opinion would metaphorically ad­ 
minister a similar rebuke. Because Mary 
Anderson is an actress no more gives war­ 
rant for the invasion of her privacy than 
the social position of any other prominent 
w >mau justifies putting her on the rack, 
a id there are scores more prominent than 
Mary. There is, in truth, such assurau',e 


in these days on the part of the sensational 
pres» that it operates as terrorism, and 
people submit to its inquisition rather 
than invoke its assaults by resistance. 
But it is not pleasant to reflect that this is 
so, and that there are few homes in the 
land where there is domiciled the courage 
to lead the I’aul Prys by the collar to the 
door, as a distinguished Judge in one of 
our cities did a few years ago, when one of 
these meddlers gained entrance to his 
house and insisted upon a recital or denial 
of the story of his daughter’s engagement.

LITTLE KEÍLIE, THE WAIF. 


The Century Magazine management sent 
one of its editors to California last sum­ 
mer. One of the results is now maniifest 
in the editorial agitation that periodical 
has begun upon “The Negleot of the Yo- 
semite Valley.” The chief point made 
begins in these words: 
The American people are probably not aware 
of their proprietorship in the Yosemite. In 
1S6I, by Act of Congress, the valley and tne 
grounds in the vicinity of the Big Trees of Mari­ 
posa were granted lo the State of California, 
•'with the stipulation nevertheless that the 
said State shall accept this grrnt upon the ex­ 
press conditions that the premises shall be held 
for public use, resort aud recreation: shall be 
inalienable for all tim e,"etc. Thus is recog­ 
nized by law the moral claim of all humanity 
to an interest in the preservation of the won­ 
ders of the world. A citizen of New York is as 
much one of the owners of the Yosemite as a 
citizen ot California, aud his right to be heard 
in suggestion or protest is as undoubted. 
Then follows the complaint that the 
policy of the Yosemite Commission, in its 
landscape gardening—so to speak—is not 
commendable. It is a matter that will 
hear discussion, for the truth can always 
endure debate and never asks for conceal­ 
ment. The question the Century ask?> 
“ Has the policy of touching the treat 
ment of the landscape been wise, and does 
it accord with the best taste ?” is one not to 
he answered out of hand. It is not our 
purpose to debate it now, but to call atten­ 
tion to this influential voice at the East 
which preaches to some hundreds of thou­ 
sands of intelligent hearers. Whatever 
form the discussion may take that the 
Century’s criticism provokes, it cannot but 
result in good, since it will quicken intelli­ 
gence in California concerning the splen­ 
did trust that has been imposed upon us. 
We take it that none of the Commissioners 
of the past or present will feel that the 
debate the Century opens will be profitless. 
THE AGED. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, in the Atlantic, 
says that the feeling comes to many aged 
people that they have outlived their use­ 
fulness ; that the}- are in the way; a drag 
on the wheels. That is probably true, but 
it is more true in America than elsewhere, 
for the simple reason that our children are 
not trained to respect and succor old age, 
as are the youths of Europe. It is a re­ 
proach to the American social system that 
this is so. There aught to he no reason 
for the aged feeling that they are in the 
way. If our youth were properly trained, 
old age in America would enjoy tranquil rest 
and high respect as a right, and the aged 
feel that they fill as important a place in 
the social economy as the active. We 
can well take valuable lessons from the 
Jews in this matter, who train their chil­ 
dren to regard old age as a crown of honor, 
and the care of the aged as sacred a duty 
as any that can devolve upon manhood. 
When a people come to look upon the 
aged as incumbrances rather than as sa­ 
cred trusts and living examples for youth, 
they are in decadence, and there is at the 
core of such society the canker that con­ 
sumes human sympathy and destroys the 
best of life. 
R e c e n tly in Zanesville, Ohio, five 
deaths occurred that the physicians are all 
agreed were directly traceable to the con­ 
veying of the body of a child, who had died 
of malignant diphtheria, from another 
town to Zanesville for burial, and at which 
place an elaborate funeral over the body 
was held. An exchange characterizes this 
as trifling with death. It was trifling with 
life, rather. If there is no law in Zanes­ 
ville to prohibit public funerals of those 
who die of infectious diseases, then the 
Zanesville people have none to blame but 
themselves for the five lives sacrificed to 
carelessness and the folly of parade of the 
dead. Philadelphia years ago passed an or­ 
dinance prohibiting public funeralsof those 
who die of diphtheria, which gives rise to 
the inquiry, “Is there such an ordinance 
in Sacramento?” If there is not, the 
sooner it is passed the better, since we do 
not know at what time some other town 
may permit a body of one dying of the 
infectious disease to be shipped here for 
burial. It is common prudence to erect 
such statutes; it is compliance with the 
established judgment of sanitarians and 
physicians. We do not permit public fu­ 
nerals of those who die of small-pox; we 
go so far as to isolate the living who are 
sick with that disease; but, in truth, it is 
not more dangerous than diphtheria. The 
American Public Health Association 
long ago reported that when one dies of 
diphtheria the body should be disinfected 
and treated as liable to spread the disease 
and to prevent that it should be sequestered 
from the living at once and buried soon in 
a manner to prevent, so far as is possible, 
the likelihood of spreading the infection. 


S e n a to r R e a g a n proposes to have the 
Government suspend the privilege of im- 
jiorters from Europe to Mexico, hv which 
they can pass goods through the United 
States in bond, until Mexico abandons the 
free zone, or neutral strip along the Rio 
Grande, into which imports can be brought 
free of duty. It has liecome a great seat 
of operati n for smugglers, and both Gov­ 
ernments are defrauded of immense sums 
in consequence. Mexico would willingly 
break up the customs neutrality of the zone, 
but fears the power of the smugglers, who 
are strong enough to incite border revolts. 
Tiie bill of Senator Reagan will therefore 
probably be welcomed by the Mex ican 
Government, since it will enable it to 
prove to its people that the maintenance 
of the free zone will work greater loss to 
them than its abolition. But however 
that may be, the bill of the Senator strikes 
in a right direction. The present system, 
by which goods through the agency of 
shipment to the free zone are shipped back 
surreptitiously into the United States and 
sold at prices rninous to tbo-e who pay 
duty upon such articles, is more than 
wrong; it is dangerous and vicious.

Through the streets of the bright, busy 
city whirl and dance the great feathery 
flakes of snow, seeming gone mad in their 
endeavor to cover all that is unsightly ere 
the great church bells usher in the Christ­ 
mas morn, kissing the cheek of the hurry­ 
ing throng in pure, joyous greeting, nest­ 
ling in the costly furs about some lady’s 
dainty head, or brightening the tattered 
newsboy’s thin brown cheek. 
On a busy street corner, amid the danc­ 
ing snow flakes that fall and glisten like a 
crown of diamonds on the small bare head, 
stands a slight child of ten. The old 
shawl has slipped from off the clustering 
brown curls and partially covers the tat­ 
tered dress, from whose ragged edge the 
slender ankles show blue and cold, above 
the old slippers nearly two sizes too large 
for the small brown feet. In pathetic 
fatigue she rests her unwieldy basket, 
which at morn was filled with the dainty 
flowers from some tenderly nurtured gar­ 
den, on the bootblack stand of “Tom,” her 
little neighbor. 
A sudden brightness glows on the young 
face as her little hand closes more tightly 
over the few coins gathered during the 
long day, and as she looks on the last 
bunch within her basket—a delicate clus­ 
ter of rich purple violets—how eagerly the 
warm young heart wishes a buyer 1 She 
will take home to-night more than her 
usual daily pennies; home—to the cold, 
barren garret which covers the two feeble, 
helpless grandparents whose age leans 
heavily for sustenance on her youthful 
shoulders. If only some one will take 
the violets she can buy a “warm roll” to 
gladden the dim eyes of “poor little Tim,” 
the cripple, who lives in the same 
crowded tenement house, and whose slen­ 
der life she has held through long, cold 
months by many a uieal denied herself. 
The wind blows the brown curls around 
the sweet face; the great, dark eyes look 
out through the fast falling snowflakes 
eagerly up into the passing faces. Tbe 
timid cry, “Violets, only one bunch,” 
catches the ear of a young lady in a near 
carriage. She must have them to wear to­ 
night—so the violets are sold. 
At last Nellie, the city’s little flower 
girl, may leave her post. With her pen­ 
nies and fresh roll for Tim clasped close 
beneath her scanty shawl, she flies home­ 
ward—a dark shadow through that white 
air, as across her pure, white life are daily 
thrown scenes of misery and crime. 
At the top of a crowded, tenement 
house, above numerous dark flights of 
stairs, within a desolate room, in which a 
flickering candle bares its misery, an aged 
couple bend with withered hands above a 
cold stove in which the small lire has 
long since died out. The door opens and 
age trembles with fear as their drink- 
wrecked, grey-haired son stumbles for­ 
ward. Hardly has the door closed when a 
slender child, with eager, dark eyes and 
snow-covered curls, enters. With an oath 
the wretch turns, unsteadily grasps the 
slender wrist and savagely snatches the 
money she has brought. 
Ten o’clock. The night is thick, white 
and noiseless as the snow drifts steadily 
down. A small, quivering iigure creeps 
down the norrow, snow-lined street; aud 
as the front door of a near saloon opens at 
a timid touch the noisy crowd of men in 
its warm, gilded interior momentarily 
quiet as the shrinking, childish figure 
slips to the bar with a frightened look in 
the wide, tear-stained eyes. As she grasps 
the large beer pitcher, from whose brim 
trails the heavy foam of misery and want, 
and then goes outward, a few lips that 
have not yet lost all compassion mutter 
pityingly, “Little Nellie, the waif; poor 
child. That man has driven her here 
again. He’s drunk—drunk, as usual.” 
It is nearly noon, and the gay, hurrying 
shoppers proclaim it the day before Christ­ 
mas; a day cold, white and only threaten­ 
ingly clear. “Tom, tbe bootblack,” misses 
his little neighbor, and wonders at her ab­ 
sence. The little flower girl, with her 
sweet, bright blooms, has never missed a 
day at her post in many a long month. 
But to-day, at this late hour, she comes 
outward through the doorway of the house 
which has always supplied her with flow­ 
ers with her basket but half filled, after a 
long entreaty for only a few bunches, 
which she must buy on credit. The fair, 
young face is pale and drawn, the great 
eyes hollow and tear-swollen, for no food 
has she tasted since yesterday, and, more 
terrible, her feeble graudparents are starv­ 
ing back in that tenement house, depend­ 
ing on her for food at the coming nigut— 
food in place of the flowers yet to lie sold. 
Blindly down the street she half staggers, 
aud suddenly jostles against a lady lean­ 
ing faint and helpless against a doorway. 
Quickly the soft, dark eyes open wide and 
plaintive child-like tones ask to be of 
assistance. The woman looks helplessly 
around, thinks of her home, blocks away, 
and then suddenly of her sister, with 
whom she started out, and who is at a 
ladies’ meeting, interested in foreign mis­ 
sionary work. 
“Child, if you could go for my sister she 
would procure me help. I >o you you know 
where the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union Hall is—the large building with 
W. C. T. U. in large gilt letters? Run 
quickly. I am dreadful faint.” One 
glance at the white face and the child 
needs no hurrying word. 
At the meeting, in the midst of ani­ 
mated discussions and eager plans to aid 
the needy subjects on Africa’s distant 
shores, tbe great doors swung open and 
the child messenger stands among them. 
Forgetteu are the pangs of hunger, the 
pain and the bitter trials that even now 
cluster round young feet; but her heart 
beats only in pity for another’s distress as 
she hurriedly delivers her message. The 
iadies, gathering their furs about them, 
quickly assist their frightened sister off, 
and little Nellie slips back over the snow- 
covered street to find her flowers and re­ 
cover by eager haste the time she has lost 
on her errand. 
Back at her old stand on the wind­ 
blown corner, through the fast darkening 
hours as the winter afternoon draws to an 
early close, sounds the plaintive child-cry 
pleading for buyers of her flowers. The 
soft, white snow has begun to fall anew, 
the deepening shadows have already called 
forth pale, early lights through the great 
streets, yet only one single penny is clasped 
in the cold, numb hand of the little waif 
standing in the gathering gloom, on whose 
aching arm hangs the basket with its 
weight of fragrant unsold flowers. One by 
one the great glass doors are closing, the 
ceaseless tramp of business slackens, and 
the crowd of restless humanity is hurrying 
homeward. Gloom and despair seem set­ 
tling fast over the bared head of the little 
orphaD, Drawing her faded shawl closer 
about her, she creeps aimlessly down the 
wide street. She cannot go back to that 
cold, dark room, where the old couple wait 
longingly tor the bread she cannot bring. 
It is Christmas Eve. Within an im­ 
mense theater, from whose entrance a 
great ball of electric light sheds its pale, 
cold moonlights, thousands of entranced 
souls watch the mimic life played out 
behind the footlightq but it is only a 
ragged waif of the streets that sees a 
deeper tragedy preparing under the great 
theater’s very walls, as back in a dark, 
narrow alley skirting that portion of the 
building where the structure is more frag­ 
ile and unstable, the dark form of a human 
wretch crazed by revenge or bitter hatred 
adds the last armful to the many piles of 
cotton and other combustibles he has 
placed against the building.

The damp brown head 
of clustering curls falls on Mrs. Ran­ 
dolph’s warm shoulder, and unconscious­ 
ness again claims the weary hungry child. 
Fifteen years have sped silently by. 
And again in a brilliant, crowded theater, 
the audience watch with ever new interest 
the stage which to night pictures forth 
scenes and snatches from our world’s lower 
life. In the parquet sits a lovely woman, 
with her fond husband, a woman loved by 
all, and whose charities are unbounded. If 
the great, dark eyes watching the pictured 
scenes of want and woe, grow wonderfully 
soft and sad, few about her remember that 
she who watches with them was once Little 
Nellie, the city’s waif. 
MAKING HAIRPINS. 
llow Those Useful A rticles of W oman's 
Toilet Are M anufactured. 
Hairpins that bear a French label on 
the package, as well as those having an 
American label, are nearly if not all man­ 
ufactured iu Birmingham, England. A 
hairpin manufactory is a very interesting 
place to spend a pleasant half hour. The 
hairpin is a very small article, yet it 
forms an important article of commerce, 
and a great deal of complicated and costly 
machinery is used to turn them out in suf­ 
ficient quantities to meet the ever-increas­ 
ing demands of an advancing civilization. 
In a hairpin manufactory on the ground 
floor are situated the engine, boiler and 
japanning rooms. 
Ascending to the second floor, there is 
fouud all the machinery used in cutting, 
pointing, bending, crimping and shaping 
the hairpin. 
The material of which hairpins is usu­ 
ally made is steel wire. This comes to the 
hairpin manufactory wound around im­ 
mense sjiools. Tiiese are placed in a 
machine that draws oil the wire, straight­ 
ens and cuts it into the required lengths, 
each of these lengths dropping into a box 
the proper size, to prevent their lying at 
right angles to each other, aud a gentle 
shake given to the box causes them ail to 
lie parallel. 
In front of this box and just below it is 
a solid wheel, the periphery of which is 
grooved parallel with the axis. These 
groves are just the size of the wire, and 
the face of the wheel is of a size to allow 
the straight wires to jut over a trifle at each 
end. As this wheel revolves it receives the 
wires at the top, and as the wheel slowly 
revolves it carries the wires with it. Ou 
the side that they should fall off by forceof 
gravity they are tightly held in place by a 
belt similar to a slack-belt tightener, which 
is often used on short belts. 
While being held in place by this belt 
they are also ground on their projecting 
ends to the required shape by two small 
grindstones, set at an angle that will prop­ 
erly point them. Now, as the wheel fur­ 
ther revolves the wires drop off and fall 
into a box made just the length to receive 
therm It is during the working of this 
machine that a noise which much resem­ 
bles a duet played on the Scotch bagpipes 
is evolved. The wires are now ready for 
the next machine, which is called a ben­ 
der. This machine has a steel box with a 
slanting bottom. At the bottom of the 
slant is a longitudinal aperture, of suffi­ 
cient size to allow the wires to fall out 
one at a time. 
They fall between two plates of hard­ 
ened steel, at the bottom of which works a 
steel roil finely tempered ou the end. it 
slides back just far enough to al­ 
low of one wire at a time to fall through 
a small hole in a plate of hardened 
steel, conveying the double-pointed piece 
of steel wire with it and bend­ 
ing it into the proper shape of a hairpin. 
Some have to be crimped, and these are 
passed between a set of steel jaws that closes 
on them one at a time and crimps them for 
a portion of their length on each prong into 
a waved outline. 
They are now ready to receive their first 
coat of japan. On being taken to the 
ground-floor, aliout half a bushel is placed 
in a large crock, known by the name of 
jowl, and two tablespoonfuis of the japan 
is poured on them and then they are 
stirred and worked around in the jowl un­ 
til each separate liairpain has received a 
complete coating of japan. They are then 
taken out of the jowl and placed on shal­ 
low tin trays and put in an oven and 
baked. The baking of the japan on a hair­ 
pin is an operation requiring great judg­ 
ment on the part of the operator. They 
must be cooked just enough and no more 
or they blister and are rendered rough 
and unfit for use. 
This is repeated for medium grades, and 
three coats are put on for the best work. 
They are then sent to the packing room, 
where they go through a process called 
heading. This consists of getting each 
one strung tqion a wire. The next opera­ 
tion is to weigh them and pack them in 
small packages, properly labelled for the 
retail trade. The final operation consists 
of putting them up in gross lots and pack­ 
ing them in large boxes for shipment to 
all parts of the world. A packet of one 
dozen hairpins usually sells for two cents 
at retail. 
A MILITARY DUEL. 
Tlie Last Encounter Betw een English 
A nny Officers. 
Dueling received its death blow in Eng­ 
land by a fatal encounter which took place 
on the 1st of July, 1843. Two officers, 
Colonel Fawcett and Lieutenant Munro, 
who were brothers-in-law, had a quarrel, 
says All the Year Round. Colonel Faw­ 
cett was elderly, had been in India, was 
out of health and was irritable in temper. 
It came out afterward that lie had given 
his relative the greatest provocation. 
Still, Lieutenant Munro hung hack from 
what, up to that time, had been regarded 
as the sole resource of a gentleman, espec­ 
ially a military man. He showed great 
reluctance to challenging Colonel Faw­ 
cett, and it was only after the impression— 
mistaken or otherwise—was given to the 
insulted man that his regiment expected 
him to take the old cour5e, and that if he 
did not do so he must be disgraced 
throughout the service, that he called out 
his brother-in-law. The challenge was 
accepted ; the meeting took place; Colonel 
Fawcett was shot dead, and the horrible 
anomaly presented itself of two sisters—the 
one rendered a widow by the hand of her 
brother-in-law—and a family of children 
clad in mourning for their uncíe,whom their 
father had slain. Apart from the blood­ 
shed, Lieutenant Munro was ruined by the 
miserable step on which he had "been 
thrust. Public feeling was aroused to pro­ 
test against the barbarous practice by 
which a bully had it in his power to risk 
the life of a man immeasurably his supe­ 
rior against whom he happened to have 
a dislike. Prince Albert interested him­ 
self deeply in this question, especi­ 
ally as it concerned the army. Vari­ 
ous expedients were suggested. Event­ 
ually an amendment was inserted into the 
articles of war, which was founded on the 
more reasonable human and Christian con­ 
clusion that to oflfer an apology, or even to 
make reparation when a wrong had lieen 
committed, was more becoming the char­ 
acter of an officer and a gentleman than to 
furnish the alternalive of standing up to 
kill or be killed for a hasty word or a r.ish 
act. 
Stanley’s Revenge on London. 
Time is a great righter of wrongs. It 
was not many years ago that Henrv M. 
Stanley, on his return from his arduous 
search for and his discovery of Dr. Living- 
stoue, was received by England with howl­ 
ing contempt. He was most outrageously 


saubbed by public men, abused and ridi­ 
culed by the press, denounced as a hum­ 
bug by the geological societies, and jeered 
at as a Yankee adventurer and swindler 
by the mob. He was invited before a so­ 
ciety that his pretensions might be ex­ 
posed, and the evidence which lie pre­ 
sented as to his meeting with Livingstone 
was freely denounced as fraudulent, and 
the private papers of that explorer pro­ 
nounced to be forgeries. It is the same 
Stanley who has since then been denounced 
by English scientists as an adventurer and 
a humbug. Now the corporation of Lon­ 
don has asked him to accept the freedom 
of the city, the Queen of England sends a 
congratulatory telegram, and tbe wealth, 
brains and nobility of the English metrop­ 
olis are preparing to give him a grand re­ 
ception.— Mobile Register. 
ALL AROUND THE WORLD. 
The Abilene (Kan.) Reflector defines an 
optimist as a woman who has a new winter 
cloak and bonnet, and a pessimist as a 
woman who has neither. 
A West Virginia girl has saved money 
enough to buy herself a gold watch by 
trapping muskrats, skunks aud other ani­ 
mals and selling their hides. 
In 1842 what is now known as “influ­ 
enza” was known then as “Tyler’s grip.” 
Tyler was President of the United States, 
and just after he vetoed the “United 
States Bank Bill” this epidemic swept 
over the country and was called “Tyler’s 
grip.” 
To show the capacity of his stomach a 
visitor at the Neversink Fire House, Red­ 
ding, a few days ago, ate a mixture com­ 
posed of a pound of figs, fifty raw oysters, 
and a pound of sugar, and topped off the 
mess with a pound of lard.

It is up­ 
holstered with palm-leaf fans, a single fan 
forming the seat and another the back of 
a chair. The frame work is of gilded bent 
wood. Two fans make a pretty substitute 
for the cushioned bottom of a tete-a-tete, 
and even the table !op is of fans. It was 
made to order for a West Philadelphia 
residence, and the only other suite like it 
is in New York. Both were modeled 
afier designs shown at the Paris Exposi­ 
tion. 
Usobirs Slaton, who died last week in 
Fayette county, Ga., was a remarkable 
man in many respects. He was eighty- 
one years old, and had lived in the same 
house fur sixtv-one years. By his first 
wife he had seventeen children, and by his 
second fifteen. Around his bedside when 
he died were seventeen of his nineteen 
living children. He had grandchildren 
too numerous to mention. He had given 
nearly every one some of the land which 
he owned, and his children always lived 
close about him. He was six feet in bight 
and had been sick only a few hours before 
death. 
A remarkable colored farmer lives near 
Middletown, Delaware. He has a family 
of fourteen children living, while two 
have died. He educates his children in a 
peculiar way. He sent his eldest son to 
college in New Jersey, where tie acquired 
a fairly good education. The farmer then 
went to work and erected a suitable build­ 
ing for a school house on the farm, and his 
eldest son is installed as teacher of his 
brothers and si.si.eis.

In 1775 domestic ani­ 
mals were first attacked by it. In 1782 
40,000 persons fell ill of it iu St. Peters­ 
burg in twenty-four hours. Iu St. Peters­ 
burg quinine is now served out daily to the 
troops, mixed with vodka.

The following method of applica­ 
tion is suggested in a Swiss pharmaceuti­ 
cal journal, and certainly has the merit of 
simplicity: A jug is half-filled with boil­ 
ing water, into which a teaspoonful of 
well-powered camphor is thrown. A fun- 
nel-shnped paper cap is then placed on top 
of the jug, and a hole tom in it just fitting 
the nose. The camphorated steam is in­ 
haled through the nose for ten or fifteen 
minutes, the inhalation being repeated, if 
required every four or five hours. If the 
patient resolutely persists with the inhala­ 
tion, in spite of its unpleasantness, it is 
said that three repetitions will always 
effect a cure, however severe the coryza 
may be.

H is Old H om e. 
N ew Y ork, January 4lh.—The socialists 
in New York have been informed that their 
confrere, Bruns Reinsdorf, has been ban­ 
ished from the city of Leipsic. where he 
went on a visit to his wife’s relatives. 
Leipsic is under military rule, and all 
socialists and anarchists making their home 
in that city are under police surveillance. 
Reinsdorf’s record as an anarchist agitator 
had preceded him, and the German author­ 
ities took immediate steps to get rid of him, 
although his voyage had not been under­ 
taken for propaganda purposes. 
Reinsdorf lived with his wife in Brook­ 
lyn, and the latter, some three weeks ago, 
alter ipted suicide by drowning. She is a 
native of Leipsic, where she is said to have 
excellent family ccmueclions, and tbe an­ 
archist took her abroad to place her under 
the care of her parents. 
The story of Reinsdorfs marriage is not 
without romance. When a condemned 
Anarchist and fugitive from justice in Ger­ 
many, a few years ago, the woman, who 
afterward became his wife under the laws 
of the State of New York, took a deep in­ 
terest in him. She was at that time an 
unsophisticated young girl living witli her 
parents. She regarded Reinsdorf as a hero, 
and finally cast aside the warnings of her 
relatives and friends and followed the man 
of her choice to a foreign land, where 
awaited poverty and privation. 
Her dream of happiness was short. The 
shallowness of her husband’s political pre­ 
tentions soon became apparent, aud she 
brooded over her fate until her mind be­ 
came shattered, and in a fit of melancholy 
she attempted to take her own life. The 
doctors said the only way to save her was 
to restore her to her parents and her former 
surroundings. 
Reinsdorf is a brother of the Reinsdorf 
who was beheaded in Germany for his 
complicity in a plan to blow up the Wei- 
derwald monument.

An Instrum ent that Did Not Becom e 
Very Popular. 
A dental journal publishes the following, 
translated from the German: In 1713 
there was published a pamphlet entitled 
“A Complete Account of the Most Useful 
Stomach-brush, which is now to be had at 
the Brush-makers, at the Old Court Sad­ 
ler’s Shop in Broad Street, in Collu-on- 
the-Spree.” Man/ a one may have wished 
to be able once ill awhile to have his 
stomach thoroughly cleaned out, and this 
speculative brush-maker gave a practica­ 
ble means to give effect to this wish. In 
the pamphlet there is a drawing of the 
stomach-brush; it resembles a pipe-cleaner, 
but of course is larger. The stalk is made 
of four wires twisted together, covered 
with thread, silk, or small ribbons; it is 
20 inches long. The brusli at the under 
end is 2 inches long and 1J broad, and is 
made of goat’s-bcara hair; but, when one 
has been accustomed to use it lor three or 
four weeks, a horse-hair brush is substi­ 
tuted, this hair being somewhat stronger, 
and so the effect is better. The applica­ 
tion i f this most excellent brush is very 
simple: It is pressed through the throat 
down into the stomach, which by drawing 
up and down of the brush, is cleaned. 
Thereafter, cold water or brandy is te be 
drank, and the operation is repeated till 
tiie cleaning is perfect. The cure is to be 
repeated every morning. 
The author says, according to the Brit­ 
ish Medical Journal: “At first you will 
find it rather troublesome to "get the 
brush down, but when you put it in your 
mouth and on your palate, draw in breath 
and wind, and press it gently and gradu­ 
ally down, and, without any particular 
trouble, it will reach the stomach. After 
eight to fourteen days’ ¡ira -tice it will 
come as easily as eating or drinking.” Of 
course, the daily application o? the stom­ 
ach-brush is the infallible remedy or pre­ 
ventive of all diseases that can be im­ 
agined. “Whoever uses this cure requires 
no other medicine, for it is good against 
all—cold, hot and poisonous fevers, it 
gives a good appetite for eating, it is good 
against asthma, hemorrhages, headache, 
chest complaints, coughs, consumptions, 
apoplexy, toothache, sore eyes, dysentery, 
quinsy on the tongue, quinsy in tiie 
throat, ulcers, abscesses, cardialgv; it favors 
digestion, strengthens the heart, drives 
away ¡limpies on the skin, is against chok­ 
ing in th» stomach, etc., makes too fat and 
asthmatical and swollen-up people thin, 
and, on the other hand, makes meager and 
thin ¡leople fat.

In the meantime the Mexican 
had tried to shoot Baker, but his pistol 
snapped. 
Baker's adversary fell, and the 
Mexican then hurled a heavy cobble-stone 
at Baker, knocking him nearly insensible, 
and cutting loose two of his horses made 
his escape, carrying his wounded compan­ 
ion.

Co. were running a large boot and shoe 
house at No. GO J street, and Strobridge & 
Collins were in the same business at Fifth 
and J streets.

Williams and wife were at the Walnut- 
street Theater, in Philadelphia

On the 6 h of De­ 
cember, 1859, it fell to 28°, showiDg that an 
occasional cold wave was experienced in 
those days as well as at present. 
Sacramento had no less than eight 
temperance organizations in those days, 
twelve churches and twelve public and 
three private schools. Of those who were 
then officers of the different temperance 
bodies, all seem to have disappeared, ex­ 
cept J. T. Gritfitts, D. L. Townsend and H. 
A. Burnett.

The County Hoard of Education Mends 
Some of Its Ilutes, 
The regular monthly meeting of the 
County Board of Education was held yes­ 
terday. Present—Superintendent Howard, 
Miss Josie Regan, W. L. Willis, J. E. 
Blanchard and M. Lipowitz. 
Miss Olive L. Harper was granted a 
grammar grade certificate on her normal 
class diploma. 
Miss Lucy T. Heard was granted a rec­ 
ommendation for an educations diploma. 
Miss Nellie Myles was granted a renewal 
of her primary certificate. 
William G. Lanagan was granted a 
grammar grade certificate on his first 
grade certificate. 
Section 3 of the County School Manual, 
with regard to the attendance at the 
County 
Institute, 
was 
unanimously 
amended as follows: 
“All teachers who, regularly employed, 
at the holding of the County Teachers’ In ­ 
stitute in the public schools of the City and 
Connty of Sacramento, fail to respond to 
roll-call on all the day9 the said Institute 
is held, shall be reported to the Connty 
Board of Education, which, if after due in­ 
vestigation the unprofessional conduct of 
such unauthorized absence shall have been 
confirmed, must suspend their certificates 
for a period of one month from and after 
the date of the opening of the County 
Teachers' Institute.” 
Section 4 was amended to read: “A 
copy of the section of the County School 
Manual relating to attendance at the 
County Teachers’ Institute, shall be an­ 
nually mailed by the Secretary, one week 
prior to the meeting of the institute, to 
every teacher then employed in the public 
schools of the City and County of Sacra­ 
mento.” 
A committee was appointed by the 
President to furnish data upon which to 
base the examination of applicants for 
grammar school course certificates. 
The Board then adjourned. 
THOSE GRATINGS. 
Tlio B aby-T r.ps on Down-Town Streets 
are Still Open. 
It was stated by Street Commissioner 
McLaughlin at a recent meeting of the 
City Trustees that property-owners who 
fiad placed iron gratiDgs in their sidewalks 
parallel with the streets had been notified 
to change the same so that they would be 
at right angles therewith. Several acci­ 
dents have occurred owing to the capsizing 
of baby-buggies by the wheels dropping 
through these gratings, and the newspapers 
have repeatedly called attention to the 
matter. 
It would seem that property-owners 
have very little fear of the city authorities, 
for the nuisances still exist in different 
places on the graded streets. If the offend­ 
ing parties have been notified to change 
the position of these gratings, is it not 
about time they were brought up with a 
round turn for their failure to obey orders? 
The city has a salaried Sidewalk Inspector, 
to say nothing of a large number of unsal­ 
aried policemen, who, however, are sup­ 
posed to be still on duty. If these officials 
cannot see that orders are heeded, the 
Trustees might employ some ten-year-old 
"kid” who would. 
A LITTLE TIFF. 
P olice Judge B uckley M akes a Sugges­ 
tion to the City Attorney. 
W hen the case of Thomas Burns, ac­ 
cused of assault to murder D. J. Considine, 
was called in the Police Court yesterday, City 
Attorney Church asked for a further con­ 
tinuance on the ground that the officers 
who were working up the case had not yet 
succeeded in getting all the witnesses. 
Judge Buckley’s ire was aroused by the 
request, and he stated in rather plain lan­ 
guage that if he were the City Attorney he 
wonld not depend on the officers entirely 
to get evidence, but would exert himself to 
some extent in the preparation of cases. 
Burns, the defendant, had been in jail 
over ten days, and the prosecution had had 
ampie time to get ready. 
The Judge said he would have denied 
the motion for a continuance and ordered 
the prosecution to make a showing, but for 
the fact that Barns asked time to get a 
lawyer to defend him. The case was con­ 
tinued until MoDdav.

WITCHERY OF COOKERY. 


A SCIENCE THAT ALL YOUNG LADIES 
SHOULD MASTER. 


Sacram ento to H ave u School of Cookery 
—How Foreign Ladies are Trained 
in the Art. 


A good story is told of a newly married 
coupie who had just concluded their honey­ 
moon and settle down to enjoy "love in a 
cottage” and all that sort of thing, and 
were speculating on the future. 
“Do you think, dear,” asked the fond 
bride, “that our bark will be able to stem 
the tides and sail smoothly along on the sea 
of matrimony ?” 
“Oh, I think so,” remarked the some­ 
what practical-minded husband, “but 
wouldn’t it be a good idea just now to pat 
into the nearest port and ship a good 
cook ?” 
W hich calls to mind the fact that there 
is a movement on foot in this city at this 
time to establish a school of cookery, and 
in which young society ladies are evincing 
considerable interest. 
It is allowed that 
“there is notliing new under the sun," 
and perhaps there is little that is new 
to be said abont schools of cookery, as 
it is agreed by sages that they afford a most 
useful branch of education, worthy of the 
gravest thought, and should command the 
attention of all in every station of life. 
Women should learn not to spend the 
money intrusted to their care for house 
keeping without deep consideration. There 
is now scarcely any excuse for young 
girls on leaving school not completing their 
education in studying the science of cook­ 
ery. Much has been said in the past about 
the German girls looking down upon the 
English girls' attempts at cookery, and 
that the latter might learn many lessons 
from them. In extenuation of the English 
girls the answer was that they thought 
more about the culture of their minds than 
about their dinners. 
Happily, that is an exploded idea. They 
combine both, as much for the comfort of 
others as for themselves. Of course it is a 
well-known fact that the German “hans- 
fraus” understand cookery much better 
than their friends across the chan­ 
nel, 
simply 
because 
it [is 
with 
most of them made an early study. 
When the girls leave school they are sent 
to a pension to learn housekeeping, if only 
for the purpose of giving directions to serv­ 
ants as to how domestic work should be 
properly performed—from cooking, wash­ 
ing and ironing to making sausages, if in 
the country. 
The Austrian ladies of high birth are 
wonderfully capable, owing to their ex­ 
cellent system of education, from cutting a 
dress to making a salad. They are always 
ready. Young ladies with titles and for­ 
tunes are sent to famous milliners and 
dressmakers, where they serve a regular 
apprenticeship and remain until perfectly 
able to cut and make a garment. The 
burgher's daughters will not condescend to 
the learning of dressmaking and cooking, 
while all the ladies at the Court have at 
their fingere’ ends the power to do any­ 
thing, and are well acquainted with every 
detail of the cuisine. 
And so it is in England. ArnoDg the 
many changes which this rapidly depart­ 
ing century has brought to the surface, per­ 
haps there is none more striking than the 
awakened avidity which the rising genera­ 
tion are cow displaying for a thoroughly 
practical and useful education that will fit 
them to adorn and grace the noblest house­ 
holds, insuring peace and regularity. The 
fostering mother of all science and art— 
the South 
Kensington Museum—has 
worked wonders in developing latent talent 
and aspiring geniuses, who would other­ 
wise have remained in dark obscurity. In 
this coneection is the School of Cookery, 
aDd it is well eucouraged and patronized. 
Many of the students are fitted as teachers 
and are granted diplomas after they have 
mastered the chemistry of food, physiolo­ 
gy, high-class, sick-room, plain cookery, 
domestic economy, etc., and are scattered 
as teachers all ovei the United Kingdom, 
carrying light, brightness and love ot in­ 
dustry to many homes. Never, since the 
days when Alfred the Great lent his royal, 
but distracted mind to the onerous duties 
imposed upon him, of the careful watch­ 
ing of the toothsome 
cakes, have 
ladies of rank, position and refinement 
striven 
so 
hard 
to 
distinguish 
themselves more signally than this 
great man in the manufacture and 
baking of bread and cakes. He failed in 
demonstration, and doubtless his inca­ 
pacity may have caused him a blush of 
shame. Likewise these self-instituted 
workers may feel perturbed at occasional 
failures, which, rightly viewed, do not dis­ 
courage, but rather stimulate to further ex­ 
ertions. 
No one visiting the school can help being 
struck with the eager desire to obtain per­ 
fection as he watches the students working 
with assiduity and perseverance for admin­ 
istration of the gastronomic delights which 
they know will do so much to secure peace 
and happiness in their future households, 
being appreciative of the misery and dis­ 
cord which arises from slovenly inatten­ 
tion to the most important item of our 
daily health and happiness, and neglect of 
which may cause disorganized digestions 
and nnhappy homes. 
Schools of cookery are cropping np both 
in Canada and theÚnited States, and there 
is much enthusiasm displayed among 
young society ladies to understand thor­ 
oughly the culinary art, and amusingly 
enougb they generally acknowledge that it 
is their fathers or brothers (or may be their 
intended husbands) who wish them to 
learn. The English have the credit c! 
beiDg especially fond of good eating, but 
evidently the gentlemen of America must 
have a spice of the epicure in their compo­ 
sition as well. The American ladies are 
allowed to be extremely clever house­ 
keepers. One remarked the other day that 
“they gain their experience at home ” 
Still, lessons in a school of cookery are a 
matter of economy, as all waste of mate­ 
rials in experiments are thereby prevented. 
Naturally enough, most young ladies 
(and some who are not so young) hope to 
same day preside over households of tbeir 
own, and they should not lose sight of the 
important fact that they cannot become 
successful housewives without a full 
knowledge of ttie science of cookery.

EXECUTIVE CLEMENCY. 
Two Pardons Gy the Governor, and His 
Reasons for Granting Them . 
Governor Waterman yesterday pardoned 
Edward Eggers, convicted in San Francisco 
last March of burglary and sentenced to 
three years imprisonment in the House of 
Correction. The reasons for the pardon 
are as follows: 
“Eggers is a young man, only 21 years of 
age, of an excellent family, and tbia is his 
first offense. It was a slight one aDd was 
due to a too free use of intoxicants, to 
which he was accustomed. His further 
imprisonment aDd consequent contact with 
a criminal element cannot bnt result to his 
disadvantage, and as he has shown through 
repentance and a sincere desire to prove 
that he has reformed, the Superintendent 
oi the House of Correction, Mr. Foley, has 
recommended his pardon. His petition is 
signed by ten of the jurors by whom the 
case was tried, also by J. C. and John D. 
8iebe and others.” 
PARDON NUMBER TWO. 
A pardon was also granted to Antonio 
Bermudas, convicted in Los Angeles in Oc­ 
tober, 1889, of disturbing the peace and re­ 
sisting an officer, and sentenced to impris­ 
onment in the County Jail for 115 days. 
The pardon was issued for the reason that 
Bermudas is a poor, ignorant Mexican, 
who undoubtedly did not realize the enor­ 
mity of the offense ot resisting an officer. 
He is a widower, with several small chil­ 
dren, who are without any care save that 
of some neighbors, and are suffering for 
food and clothing. The Governor is in re­ 
ceipt of letters from M. T. Owens, the com­ 
mitting Police Judge who is soliciting this 
pardon, in which he states that had he 
known of Bermudas’ circumstances he 
would not have sentenced him so heavily. 
He has already served about 70 days, and 
in view of the facts presented the pardon is 
granted. 
HE IS VERY TOUGH. 
A Bloom ing Youth W ho H as H is Eye on 
the State Penitentiary. 
Orrin Madison is probablv one of the 
toughest specimens of boyhood that has 
been brought to the police station for 
months. He was arrested for stealing a 
quantity of tobacco from Sberburn’s auc­ 
tion store on Friday evening, and told the 
arresting officer in the vilest of language 
that he would “do him up” if he didn’t 
happen to be a member of the force. 
Chief Lee took him into his private office 
yesterday, aud ascertained that Madison 
had the businees of stealing down to a fine 
point. A pair of tubber boots which he 
wore were stolen property, as was also an 
expensive brush and other articles in hi9 
possession. 
The wayward lad is not yet fifteen years 
old, and both his parents are dead. He 
chews, smokes, drinks, carries a pistol, and 
is well on the road to the penitentiary. A 
charge of petty larceny was placed against 
him, and in the Police Court yesterday he 
pleaded guilty. 
Judge Buckley questioned him at length, 
and was about to take the case under ad­ 
visement until Monday, when Madison 
made the remark that “if he got anything 
he wanted it rigPt away.” He was then 
sent to the County Jail for ninety days.

BLOCKADE LIFTED. 


A STUBBORN BATTLE IN WHICH TEE 
RAILROAD WAS VICTORIOUS. 


Trains are Now Running Unim peded 
Both East and W est—The Rotary 
Plow ’» W ork. 


At noon yesterday word was received at 
the depot that the blockade on the Central 
Pacific line at Bine Canyon, caused by the 
breaking down of one of the old-style 
“bucker” snow-plows, was about removed. 
After the shovelcre had cleared the track 
for the injured plow, the latter was taken 
away and side-tracked. 
The rotary plow then resumed its good 
work, and made rapid progress through 
the mountainous banks of snow. It soon 
had the track clear in the vicinity of Blue 
Canyon, and then proceeded to make its 
way toward Colfax, in order to release the 
four east-bound trains which were tied up 
at that point. This work was necessarily 
slow, owing to the enormous banks which 
drifted upon the track, bnt by 5:30 o’clock 
last evening the road was clear, and the 
east-bound trains were given the signal to 
proceed on their journeys. 
From Colfax the rotary returned to Em i­ 
grant Gap, and plunged into the banks 
which surrounded the two west-bound 
trains at that place. The track to the rear 
of the trains was first cleared, after which 
the trains were backed on to a side track. 
Then tbe plow passed them and took up 
its position at the bead of the two trains. 
In this manner tbe westward trip was 
made, slowly, of course, but surely, and 
they arrived in this city early this m orn­ 
ing.The rotary left the incoming trains after 
they’ reached clear ground and returning 
went from Emigrant Gap to Cascade, and 
cleared the way from the Summit to that 
point for another west-bound overland 
which could not get further than the Sum­ 
mit. At last accounts good progress was 
being made, and the railroad officials were 
confident that this train would arrive here 
to-day. 
At midnight dispatches were received at 
the depot stating that the road was clear 
both east and west, and trains were moving 
unimpeded in both directions. 
Onejbundred extra snow shovelers were 
sent up to the scene of the storm last night 
from this city, which makes nearly seven 
hundred in all who have been employed 
by the company to battle with the snow. 
Their duties are to keep tbe track clear 
after having once been made so by the 
plow, aud also to take precautions agamst 
slides. 
It required the services of two hundred 
shovelers to release the damaged “bucker” 
at Blue Canyon, working constantly in two 
shifts of one hundred men each. Four 
hundred shovelers are now at work be­ 
tween Colfax and Emigrant Gap, and 
neaily three hundred more between the 
latter point and the Summit The rest are 
scattered about at various points vigilantly 
watching for slides and other breaks. Snow 
was stilt falling last night, but no: heavily. 
All of the railroad officials are loud in 
their prahe of the great work which was 
accomplished bv tbe rotary plow. Some say 
that the blockade could not have been fitted 
in a fortnight without its assistance. 
“The old backer plow will have ended 
its career of usefulness with the close of 
this winter,” said train-dispatcher Jones 
last night. 
‘ The trouble this winter was 
that there was such a demand for rolaries 
in the East that we could only get one of 
them. Next winter, however, we will be 
fixed, and a blockade will then be some­ 
thing unheard of. No attention wifi be 
paid to them. These new plows can whisk 
the snow off a track faster than it can fall.”

sides. 
But there is a gigautic frame on 
which it hangs, there is conformity, sym ­ 
metry, the suggestion of inert power and 
agility from the tip of his nose to the crest 
of his tail that the good breeding of a per­ 
fect thoroughbred alone can explain. 
"The Sporting World has been accused of 
exaggerating the reports of El Rio Rey’s 
illness, Mr. McCormick ?” 
“No, sir;” responded the trainer, “he was 
a very sick colt, and caused us much con­ 
cern. That we have brought him out as 
weil as we have is, to me, a matter of much 
satisfaction, as I ant coDtident not a trace 
of the trouble remains, and expect to see 
the colt train on in a manner that wifi 
satisfy the best wishes of his owner and 
myself.” 
The opinion of Mr. McCormick is shared 
by other trainers at the track, although it 
is doubtful whether he is ever, or at most 
ofteu seen. They look upon him as the 
most formidable rival three-year-old to be 
met. The only satisfaction being that be 
is goiDg West, and will remain there until 
late in July or August. Mr. McCormick 
confirms the reports about inlended move­ 
ments with tbe horses, explaining a9 his 
principal reason that El Rio Rev has 
numerous Western engagements arid but 
few in tbe East. 
He wifi also, in a manner, kill two birds 
with one stone, as while he advances West 
the youngsters at tbe California ranch, 
headed by El Rio Rev’s younger brother, 
Rey del Rio, will be 'advancing East, and 
Messrs. Estell and McCormick will there 
take both sections under their charge. 
W hether they will spend another winter 
here is largely problematical, but the prob­ 
abilities are that they will, and that Mr. 
Winters will, in the" future, operate no 
further Wes’, than Chicago. 
In an adjoining box to El Rio Rey is Joe 
Courtney, who is filling out and maturing 
into as grand a looking race horse as the 
eye could desire. The appearance of these 
two alone seeins sufficient to confirm tbe 
claim made for California-bred horses— 
that they attain in that climate larger bone 
and substance. Both Courtney and El Rio 
Rey stand full sixteen hands or over. Don 
Jose, winner of the Horseman’s Stakes at 
St. Louis, his two year-old brother Barrett 
and a brother to Bonanza, all good-looking 
thoroughbreds, were taking walking exer­ 
cise around the stable track.

Snow Along; tbe Coast Range. 
The Signal Service reports bnt a sprinkle 
of rain during the twenty-four hours end­ 
ing at 5 o'clock last evening. The total 
for the season, therefore, remains the same 
as was reported in Satnrday's R ecobd- 
U nion—17.95 inches—as against 9.46 inches 
to a corresponding date last year.

P r e v e n tio n o f F lo o d s. 


S a n F r a n cisc o, January 4th.—A. Bosch- 
ke, the w ell-know n engineer and Superin­ 
tendent of the River Harbor and Canal 
Dredging and Land Com pany, w ill start 
this evening for New York aDd Nicaragua. 
H e expects to secure thecontract for dredg­ 
ing the inter-oceaniccanal. 
To-day he was 
asked what, in his opinion, would be neces­ 
sary to prevent the repetition of floods in 
the San Joaquin and Sacramento valleys, 
and said: 
“I have given m uch study and years of 
labor to this river problem. 
The levee sys­ 
tem by which the people have attempted 
to confine the flood waters in the rivers, 
have proved repeatedly ineffectual, and I 
hope this year's disastrous flood w ill con­ 
vince one and all that the only rem edy lies 
in conducting all flood-watérs that the 
rivers cannot carry in their natural banks 
at suitable points through overfall weirs 
and between parallel levees not less than 
2,000 feet apart, located in the greatest de­ 
pressions, on one or both sides of the rivers, 
in the m ost direct course to the nearest tide­ 
water. 
“The able paper recently published by Dr. 
Byer states very clearly what ought to be 
done to prepare the tidal estuary of the lower 
Sacramento and San Joaquin, to receive the 
flood-waters of these relief canals. W hen this 
system is adopted and carried out, it w ill not 
only prevent for all lim e the disasters from 
floods in the Sacramento valley, but it w ill 
reclaim about seven hundred aud fifty 
thousand acres of the richest agricultural 
lands in the world, w hich now are almost 
valueless, and the owners o f these lands 
can w ell afford to pay all costs, no matter 
how large, for their reclam ation. 
Proper 
legislation can provide enactm ents to place 
this vast tract into one reclamation district, 
bond it for twenty years for the sum re­ 
quired to carry out this work in its fullest 
scope, provide for the collection o f the 
assessm ents, pay interest 
and create a 
sinking fund to pay principal when due.” 
W ith regard to the proposed San Jose 
canal General Boschke said: 
"The com ­ 
m ittee of fourteen influential citizens ap­ 
pointed by the Board of Trade are energet­ 
ically em ployed in obtaining the funds 
with which to carry out this work. 
The 
people of Santa Clara V alley by this lim e 
understand the importance of securing a 
harbor. 
In the opinion of the com mittee, 
m eans will become available by the tim e I 
return from Nicaragua, when active opera­ 
tions w ill be begun without delay." 
H e spoke thus o f the Nicaragua Canal 
project: 
"The canal com pany is desirous 
for us to bid upon this work, being favor­ 
ably im pressed by our improved dredging 
and dirt-conveying m achinery, believing 
that the work can be completed in a shorter 
tim e and a more satisfactory m anner than 
otherwise. 
For that reason I shall bid for 
all the dredging on the Pacific and Atlantic 
side. 
The estimated profits, made care­ 
fully, show results that have induced our 
capitalists to proffer the necessary funds to 
build the necessary m achinery and prose­ 
cute the work without delay. 
I have fol­ 
lowed with the greatest interest the results 
of all explorations by the United States 
Governm ent to find the most favorable lo­ 
cation for this canal, and I am convinced 
its selection was faultless, as it offers no 
engineering difficulties but wbat can be 
easily and cheaply overcome. Its early com ­ 
pletion is a foregone conclusion, and I 
hope I w ill be able to realize the dream of 
m y youth, to be instrum ental in the con­ 
struction of this grand engineering feat, by 
being tbe successful bidder and em ploy tbe 
experience of a quarter of a century in 
dredging to overcom e all difficulties in tins 
work.”

m as E ve officer Broderick tound Bell lying 
in a condition of stupor and removed him 
to the Southern Station, believing him to 
be drunk. 
H e was soon afterward taken 
to the hospital. 
The m an's condition puzzled the nbysi- 
cians in 
charge greatly. 
They at first 
thought the case was sim ply one of too 
m uch liquor, but that theory was weakened 
by B ell’s continuing state of stupor, and it 
was then believed that he had been given 
som e kind of a drug. 
At noon on the 26th he recovered his 
senses sufficiently to say that bis nam e was 
George J. Bell, and that he had been em ­ 
ployed as steward on the George W . Elder, 
a steamer running from here to Portland. 
Since going to the County H ospital Bell 
had not fully attained to a clear state of 
m ind, and when he disd early this m orn­ 
ing his brain was very much clouded. 
A post-mortem will probably determine 
tbe cause of death, which as yet is a puz­ 
zle. 
Detective H ogan, who investigated 
the case, learned that Bell was a very bard 
drinker, and discovered several saloons 
where he bad im bibed. 
No suspicious cir­ 
cum stances were found. 
B ell was 32 years

F rancisco, January 4th —Depnty 
Sheriff Casaday of San Joaquin county ar­ 
rived in this city last night from San Quen­ 
tin with a prisoner, W illiam Beckett, who 
after being exam ined bv the Com m ission­ 
ers in Lunscy, w ill probably be sent to an 
insane asylum .

H e then ran up stairs 
.again and waited until officer Stanton ar­ 
rived . 
As the officer entered the door he 
fired a shot at him , which luckily missed 
the mark. 
Stanton bravely lushed in and 
disarm ed Beckett, 
w ho 
was afterward 
locked np on three charges of assault to 
murder. 
W hile at the City Prison, awaiting an ex ­ 
am ination, Beckett became, or pretended 
to become, insane, and one day struck Ser­ 
geant Cohen a frightful blow in tbe Dose, 
causing that organ to bleed profusely. 
He 
was overpowered, but struggled like a m ad­ 
man. 
A few days later he again became violent, 
w hile in cell num ber two of the “ H ole in 
the W all,” and assaulted his cell-m ate. tore 
up the mattresses, etc. 
Sergeant Lind- 
heim er, w hile superintending his removal 
to a cot, where he was strapped down, at­ 
tracted the attention of the maniac, who 
m ade a wild rush at him . 
The Sergeant 
prom ptly knocked him down w ith h is cane. 
On June 1st he was sentenced to seven 
years in San Quentin.

The G ra iu -B a g M en B efo re a C on gres­ 
sio n a l C o m m ittee. 


W a sh in g to n , January 4th.—At the hear­ 
ing of the W ays and MeaDS Com mittee to­ 
day, W illiam Bright, ot Newark, N. J., 
representing the tiax-dresser operatives of 
that section allied to the K nights of Labor, 
asked that the duty on dressed tlax be in ­ 
creased from $40 to $90 per ton. 
H e said 
tbe industry in this country is languishing 
because of insufficient protection. 
The 
cost of dressing a ton c f ilax in this coun­ 
try is $64, w hile in Europe it is but $35. 
H e asked the additional duty upon the dif­ 
ference in wages alone. 
Abram Brentlev asked that the present 
duties be retained on jute, sisal and m a­ 
nila. 
H e asserted that under the condi­ 
tions that obtained formerly, and which 
could be reproduced with adequate en­ 
couragement, the existence of a bagging 
trust would be im possible. 
Treasurer Babbitt, of the Chelsea Jute 
M ills, said laborers in the Am erican jute 
m ills are paid more than twice as m uch as 
in Scotland and from five to ten tim es as 
m uch as in India. 
H e read a telegram 
from the Dolphin Manufacturing Com­ 
pany, of Paterson, N . J., saying that un ­ 
less Congress gave them free raw jute they 
would be obliged lo suspend, being no 
longer able to meet the com petition of the 
Dundee manufactures. 
W itness argued in 
favor o f free jute. 
Charles T. Pearce of St. Lonis made a 
comparison as to the cost of Calcutta and 
Am erican baggiDg, to show that with jute 
butts free, a duty of at least 2 per cent, per 
yard upon the manufactured product m ust 
be m ade in order to m aintain the industry 
in this country, and if the present duty of 
$5 per ton is retained then the duty on the 
manufactured product m ust be 2) cents per 
yard. 
M cMillan questioned Pearce as to the 
cause of tbe extraordinary rise in the price 
o f bagging from 7i cents in 1887 to 121 
cents in 1888. 
Pearce explained at length that in the 
spring of 1889 seventeen of the probably 
twenty-five manufacturers in the country 
cornered the product and the m anufact­ 
urers were badly scared by the probability 
of the passage of the M ills bill. 
McMillan asked Pearce if he justified the 
organization of a trust corner. 
“I say,” responded the witness, “that 
when you undertake to destroy m y busi­ 
ness, I am justified in protecting m yself, 
and will do it every tim e.” 
M cMillan remarked that tbe organiza­ 
tion did not relax its grip upon the people 
after the danger oi the passage of the M ills 
bill was over. 
Breckenridge sa id : 
“Do you know of 
any manufacturer returning the increased 
price o f baggiDg?” 
"I did not,” said Mr Pearce. 
“They did 
not have it.” 
The-C hairm an—"You say you tried not 
to put that $2,000,000 of increased price 
into your pockets, why didn’t you ?” 
“ W e didn’t get it.” 
“W ho did get it?” 
“ I don’t know; we didn’t.” 
To 
further 
questions 
by M cK inley, 
Pearce said that the M ills bill, if it had 
passed, would have destroyed every bag­ 
ging manufactory in the country and prob­ 
ably bankrupted seven-eighths of all m an­ 
ufacturers. 
It would have wiped out from 
six to eight and a half m illions of capital, 
and the organization that cornered the pro­ 
duct of 1888 was due solely to the belief 
that the M ills bill was hostile legislation to 
invested capital. 
In regard to the hem p 
industry, Pearce said tbat if it were prop­ 
erly encouraged he had no doubt within 
three years there would be instead of 1,200 
tons, as now, from 40,000 to 50,000 tons ot 
hem p raised in the U nited States. 
A . L Bem is, of B sm is & Co., of Boston, 
with bag factories in St. Louis and M inne­ 
apolis and Omaha, m ade a plea for ade­ 
quate rates of duty on manufactured jute 
and for free raw jute. 


A ID E D R A IL R O A D S. 


C an T h ey S ell C ertain B o n d s an il R ein ­ 
v e st th e Proceeds*? 
W a s h in g to n, January 4th —Attorney- 
General Miller and Secretary W indom gave 
a hearing at the Department of Justice yes­ 
terday afternoon to Judge W ilson, of this 
city, and Judge Storey, of Boston, repre­ 
senting the U nion Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, in support of their petition to the 
Secretary of theTreasury for th esa leo f the 
U nited States bonds now in the sinking 
fund of that com pany, and the reinvest­ 
m ent of the proceeds in other bonds pay­ 
ing higher rates o f interest. 
The question has been pending for sev­ 
eral m ouths, and in October last Secretary 
W indom asked the Attorney-General for 
an opinion as to whether Section 5 of the 
Act of March 
1887, entitled “An Act 
authorizing the investigation of the books, 
accounts and m ethods of railroads which 
have received aid from the United States,” 
authorizes the sale of the United States 
bonds now in the sinking fund of these 
com panies and tbe reinvestm ent of the 
proceeds in other bonds; and also as to 
wbe'Ler the sinking fund of these com pa­ 
nies can be invested in first mortgage bonds 
of any of tbe roods that have received aid 
from the Government in bonds. 
The sam e question arose soon after the 
passage o f the Act of March 3, 1887, and 
Attorney-General Garland 
in tbe sam e 
m onth gave an opinion that Section 5 did 
not authorize the sale of bonds then in the 
sinking luud and the reinvestm ent of the 
proceeds, but only authorizes the invest­ 
m ent of the m oneys at the date of the ac­ 
tion in the sinking fund, and w hich m ight 
thereafter be paid into said fund. 


T H E F R E E ZO N E. 


S en a to r R ea g a n H a s a R od in P ick le for 
O ur S ister R e p u b lic. 
W ashington, 
January 
4th. — Senator 
Reagan is preparing a bill to introduce in 
the Senate on Monday w hich is likely to 
create as m uch disturbance in our relations 
with M exico as Secretary W indom ’s recent 
decision on the importation of lead ore. 
Mr. Reagan's bill authorize (lie Secretary 
o f the Treasury to suspend the law which 
allow s the transportation o f goods bound 
from Europe to M exico in bond through 
tbe United States until the Governm ent ot 
M exico shall abolish what is known as 
the zona libre, or free zone, along the bor­ 
der. 
Under the laws of onr sister republic 
there is a strip of country along the Rio 
Grande, abutting upon the United States, 
into which goods may be imported without 
the paym ent of duties, and it has become a 
sm ugglers’ resort, m uch to tbe disadvantage 
of honest traders on this side of the bound­ 
ary. 
A merchant can purchase his goods in 
Europe, have them shipped in bond from 
New York to Paso del Norte, Piedras Ne­ 
gras, Laredo and other cities on Ihe M exi­ 
can side of the line, and there have them 
delivered w ithout the payment o f any duty. 
Then, by watching his chance, he can 
sm uggle these goods back into the United 
States by carts or wagons or on pack m ules 
and undersell the honest dealers, who have 
paid the regular Custom -house charges. 
T his free zone has been the enbject of 
volum e upon volum e of diplom atic corre­ 
spondence, and the prevailing opinion is 
that the M exican Governm ent would be 
qnite as glad as we to have it abolished, 
for it is the means of losing m illions of 
dollars to its Treasury in custom s taxes 
every year, but the fact is tbat the sm ug­ 
glers are so strong and so rich on the Rio 
Grande, and so m any men of powerful in­ 
fluence are Involved with them , that Presi­ 
dent Diaz fears a revolution w ill follow 
and that the northern tier o f States included 
within the free belt would be likely to at­ 
tempt secis3ion if their m erchants were 
com pelled to pay duties on imported goods. 


K D t i t l e < l lo R ed ress. 


W a sh in g to n, January 4th.—The British

COIVAKDLY ASSASSIN. 


H e M u rd ers H is IV ife an d T lieir lu o o c e n t 
R a b e. 
N e w Y o r k . January 4th.—In Brooklyn 
to-day a discovery was m ade that Louis M. 
Franken. an Anarchist, had choked his 
child to death, poisoned and then shot his 
wife, and when discovered m ade retribu­ 
tion certain and killed him self. 
For two days and nights he had eaten 
and slep t alongside the decom posing bodies 
o f h is wife and child. 
T his m orning a 
man went to the slianty to get his washing, 
the dead wom an being a laundress, but 
conld not get a response to his knock. 
H e notified the police, and an officer 
raised a front window and clim bed in . A s 
he did so the maniac, with matted hair and 
beard, bounded from the rear room and, 
pointing a revolver at the officer, told him 
to get ont. 
The policem an retreated, but, 
hearing a pistol shot a m om ent later, re­ 
turned, and in a shanty m ade the terrible 
discovery noted above. 
The child liad been strangled to death 
w ith a rope. 
The interior of the shanty 
gave evidence that Mrs. Franken was a neat 
housekeeper. 
Over the m antel hung the 
photograph o f the Anarchists executed in 
Chicago, aud pictures of other Anarchists 
painted by Franken were about the room. 
Mrs. Franken sym pathized with her hus­ 
band, and when be had said the entire fam­ 
ily would be better off dead than alive she 
agreed with him . 
She suggested that he poison her, and 
with this end in view Franken purchased 
the paris green. 
H e tells this in one of the letters he left. 
In it he also says he is insane, driven by 
poverty and the prospect of never being 
able to better his condition. 
On Tuesday 
his wife cleaned up the house aud then 
drank the dose of paris green. 
W hen she began to suffer, rolling on the 
bed in intense agony, she begged piteously 
for relief, and Franken put a bullet in her 
brain. 
Then the child was called into the 
sam e room, and holding the innocent in 
his arms he drew a clothes-line about its 
neck, pulled it taut and kept it so. 
W hile 
watching the poor child’s feeble struggles, 
tighter and tighter was the rope drawn 
until it cut into the yielding flesh, when 
tbe father tied it, and laid the dead baby 
beside its mother. 
Then Franken's cowardice manifested 
itself, and he did not k ill him self. 
Since 
Tuesday h e had cooked his own m eals and 
lived along with death, only k illin g him ­ 
self when he was about to fall into the 
hands of tbe law. 
T be letters which he 
left, and which are referred to above, were 
a idrpssed to J. C. Scott, 19 California stieet, 
San Francisco, H enry W . Faust. 604 H ar­ 
rison street, San Francisco, and Corcner 
Lindsay. 
Of the Coroner he requested that 
the bodies be cremated. 


A FA N G LESS A D D E R . 


A B o sto n Irisliin u u ’s P o o r O p in ion o f 
C ap tain O’s lie a . 
B oston, January 4th.—The new s from 
London of Captain O’Shea m aking Mr. 
Parnell a co respondent in the divorce pro­ 
ceeding against Mrs. O’Shea has raised a 
storm of 
indignation am ong the 
Irish 
leader's sym pathizers in Boston, whose 
unanim ous opinion is that O'Shea's actions 
are instigated by the Tory enem ies of Ire­ 
land. 
Am ong the leading Irishm en here 
who freelv spoke on the subject was John 
Boyle O 'Reilly, and from h is intim acy with 
Parnell and his private life his remarks are 
o f special interest. 
Said Reilly: 
“Captain O'Shea is a fang- 
less adder. 
The Tories brought him for­ 
ward to damage Parnell before the Times 
Com m ission, but his venom had no hold 
and his evidence fell flat. 
If he had any 
arrow in his quiver to inflict injury on Par­ 
n ell he would have found it long ago. 
Mr. 
Parnell has been on terms o f the greatest 
intim acy w ith the O’Shea fam ily for m any 
years, and his relations with Mrs. O'She'a 
were those alm ost of brother and sister. 
It 
w ill com e to light, if this trial proceeds, 
that Parnell had a great affliction in the 
loss of the lady who was to have become 
h is wife. 
She was the sister of Captain 
O’Shea. 
W hen she died his old and close 
relations w ith the fam ilv naturally con­ 
tinued. 
H e lived in O'Shea's house, and 
was seen everywhere in the com pany of 
both husband and wife. 
There was no 
question of marital infidelity until a politi­ 
cal quarrel came, when O'Shea deserted 
h is party and voted against hom e rule. 
It 
is too late now, years after the rupture, to 
bring forward Parnell’s old intim acy as a 
proof of dishonorable relations.”

This certificate was rejected by the 
Board of H ealth, because Nam has no 
license from the State Medical Bureau. 
The Coroner’s jury to-day not only found 
the cause of death, but recom m ended tbat 
Dr. Nam be held to await the action of tbe 
Grand Jury for practicing m edicine w ith­ 
out a license. 
As Nam cannot get a license, he claim s 
that he has a better record than m any of 
his w hite m edical brethren. 
H e claim s 
that they are bonnd together in opposition 
to Chinese cheap labor in the m edical pro­ 
fession.

B e r lin , January 4th.—The State Council 
is convened lor' W ednesday next.

marck. though still ill from the recurrence 
ol neuralgia, is certain to be present. 
The re assem bling of the Reichstag for 
the iast eventful days before i’s dissolution 
and the re-opening ot the Landtag com pels 
this general Ministerial m eeting. 
Leading questions before >be Reichstag 
will be tbe increase ot m ilitaiy credits and 
tbe Socialist bilí. 
Bis nam k’s long-ex­ 
pected declaratit.n on a foieiau policy w ill 
probably be made during the debate on 
m ilitary c edt.s. 
Ih e attitude of the Government on the 
Socialist bill is inflexible. 
Tbe year opens 
with universal peace, the Nation'll Zeilung 
declaring that externa! tranquillity ;s guar­ 
anteed, wbi e internal tranquillity depends 
entirely on the character of 
the next 
Reichstag. 
Yet, despite this lovely pros­ 
pect of peace abroad and at hom e upon de­ 
fined conditions, the Foreign Office itself 
was never so pervaded by a sense of inse­ 
curity of the continuance of the triple alli­ 
ance. 
Bism arck’s refusal to support Aus­ 
tria's policy in Bulgaria is a great source of 
irritation aud suspicion, and Crispí's per­ 
sistent intriguing for the cession of Tren- 
tino is another. 
Progress of negotiations 
for a m eeling of Emperor W illiam and the 
Czar on the Polish frontier in April in ten ­ 
sifies official anxiety and watchfulness in 
Austria. 
in diplom atic circles there is a lively dis­ 
cussion on the prospect of a renewal of the 
German entente w ith R ussis, as Bismarck 
continues to find a want of hom ogenity in 
the Austrian Em pire, growing out of dis­ 
cord between its various nationalities and 
the obstacle good politics, and sees how 
greatly these reduce the value of the A u s­ 
trian alliance. 
It is said he contem plates a radical 
change of basis in h is policy. 
H is applica­ 
tion of a theory being that all Gerrnan- 
speakingpeople under a German flag, would 
be at the expense o f Anstria and the ex ­ 
pense of Russia, but for Russia there would 
be som e com pensation. 
This policy, in fact, would wipe cut A us­ 
tria, as that Em pire now stands, for Ger­ 
m any would take

Duchies, and w hile Germany would also 
get the German Baltic provinces now held 
by Russia, Russia would get an equivalent 
in Galicia and Bakow ing and would be 
given a free hand in Roum ania and the 
Balkan countries. 
A German conference opened in V ienna 
to-day. 
This is watched here as having au 
indirect yet im portant bearing upon the 
international relations. 
The Silesian M ines Society has petitioned 
the Emperor to appoint a com m ission to 
inquire into their condition. 
They declare 
it is hopeless; that their m iseries can be in 
no way alleviated unless he intervenes.

O tta w a , January 4th.—Tbe Customs D e­ 
partment lias m ade the follow ing regula­ 
tions regarding the transfer in bond of 
Canadian goods from ports on Pnget Sound 
by American steam ers to ports in British 
Columbia. 
The Northern Pacifio m ust ap­ 
ply for the appointm ent c f Canadian cus­ 
tom s officers to be stationed at all points 
west c f Duluth as tbat railway m ay wisb. 
to break ihe Canadian seals at the transfer 
of Canadian goods from vessel to car or car 
to car. It m ust also guarantee tb e paym ent 
of the officers’ traveling expenses and a sal­ 
ary of $3 daily. 
If the officer's services 
shall be required before 8 o ’clock in the 
m orning or after 6 o ’clock in the evening, 
h e shall be entitled to 50 cents hourly ex­ 
tra. 
Officers w ill be paid their salaries at 
Ottawa, and tbe railw ay eom panv w ill re­ 
fund the am ounts to the D om inion Treas­ 
ury Department m onthly. 
The regulations are alm ost identicel with 
those enforced by the United States in sim ­ 
ilar cases.
